Thus they having firft a good efteem of our Perfons, ( fuch of 
them as God intends good unto ) are thé fooner brought to hearken 
to our words. and then to ferve our God : whetas on the contrary, 
the wicked; injurious and {candalous carriages of {ome other Plan- 
tations, have bin a mean to harden thofe poore wofull foules againft 
the Englith.and all Religion for their fakes;and feale them up under 
perdition. dp - 
Yet (mittake us not) we are wont to keep them at fucha diftance, 
(knowing they ferve the Devill and are led by him ) as not to 1m- 
bolden them too much, or truftthem too farre; though wedo them 
whatgood wecan. And che truth is, God hath fo kept them, (ex- 
cep.ing that act of the Pequiis. long fince, to fome few of our men) 
that we never found. any hurtfrom them, nor could cver proveany 
reall intentions of evillagainft us : And if there fhould befuch in- 
tentions and that they all fhould combine together againft us. with. 
all their ftrengch that they can raife, we fee no probable eround at 
all to feare any hurt from them. they being naked men, and the
